The Pennsylvania Institution for the Deaf and 


Dumb, originated in the benevolent efforts of 


several distinguished individuals of thie city, in 


1820. It was incorporated by the Legislature of 


the State in the spring of 1821, at which time 


that body made a liberal donation to it, of

eight tb » and b its principal 
patron, by providing for the support and educa- 
tion of fifty indigent mutes of the State of Penn- 
sylvania for three years; and, by two successive 





granta, this provision has been continued to the 
present time. The State of New Jersey has sup- 
ported, at different periods, in all, thirteen. Re- 
cently the state of Maryland has made provision 
for the support of twenty of her indigent mutes 
for five years. Several pupils have been and are 


rted by their friends. 


‘he fands derived from these sources, together 
with the annual subscriptions of members, and a 
few private donations, constitute the income of 

astitution, and is but little more than suf- 
ficient to cover expenses. The surplus is applied 
to the maintenance and instruction of those 
deaf-mutes who cannot avail themselves of the 


bounty of the Commonwealth. 


The legacies which have been received 
by the Institution, with the original donation of 
the State, and some private donations, have 
been absorbed in the purchase of « spacious lot, 
at the corner of Broad and Pine streets, and 
the erection thereon, of a substantial and com- 
modious building, particularly adapted to the 
wants, convenience, and comfort of a large 
doaf-mute family. This edifice was completed 
in the autumn of 1825, when the Institution wes 
removed to it, as its permanent location. The 
whole expense incurred for the house and lot, 
was something more than thirty thousand dol- 
lars; for a part of which sum the Institution is 


still in debt. 


The structure presents a front of cut-stone 
ninety-six feat six inches in length, and consists 
of a centre building and two wings of stone. | 
One of these wings, extending back ninety-two | 
feet three inches, is appropriated to the use of 


the boys, and contains workshops, sitting-room, 
parlour, dormitaries, &c. The other wing of the

It is a matter of much anxiety and regret to me, and, 
I doubt not, to you, that we are deprived of the ari of the 
learning and experience of the présiding Judge of this 
Court, in the trial of this canse; and if any arrangement 
could have been made by which the numerous and im- 
ortant questions of law, that have been agitated, could 
Doe been reserved for bis opinion, and if necessary, 
carried to the Suprema Court, it would have been very 
agreeable tome. But the same law which suthorises 
a single Judge to bold this court, makes it his duty to do 
90 whenever required. ‘The defendant has put himself

on his trial before us, and he hus a right to your jury 
ment and mine on bis whole case. Our course ina plaw 
one. We mast render that judgment bonestly and lear 
lessly, according to our own consciences and true opinion 
—and, doing this, we shall be acquitted of any wrong, 
even if we fall into error, and stand justified to our- 
selves and our country. 

In the indictment we submi'ted to you, Heory Keesler, 
the prisoner at the bar, stands charged with four dis 
tinct offenees, and your verdict, governed bythe ev denee 
and law of the case, will decide whether he is guilty or 
innoceat of allor any of them, [tis put beyond all doubt 
that a fearful crime has been commitiecd, which, indeed 
has seldom been exceeded in deep malignity and reck 
less cruelty. It is ous duty, nevertheless, to enquire,

The schooner Thaddeus, Captain Darron, 
Ted arrived at New Yona from Cantmacena, 
with pepers to the 6th of October, inclusive. It 
appears that new political commotions have 
arisen in Corom nia; and Captsia Dayton re- 
ports that when he sailed, the. town of Cantna- 
Gena was in a state of great confusion and up- 
roar. The New Youu Evewtua Post says:— 
*¢ The occasion of this wae the news of the in- 
surrection which General Cordova had excited 
in Antioquia, the capital of Cauca, and the inte!- 


ligence of which had just arrived from Bogota. 


A handbill published at Carthagena on the 5th 
of October, announcing this intelligence, says 
that the Secretary of war anticipates from this 
event no other consequences, than the evils 


which the temerity of its author will bring upon 


the province which has been the theatre of this 
ineurrection. The same paper affirms that Cordo- } 


va's party in Antioquia, consisted of only about 


forty or fifty persons, that he had been joined 
by no man of influence, riches or note, and that 


no alarm was felt at Bogota on aceount of what 
had taken place. 

From another paper of the 6th it appears 
that an attempt had been made by Col. Francis- 


co Urdaneta, at the order of the War Depart- 
ment, to arrest Gen. Cordova, his brother, Sal- 
vador Cordova, and his brother in law, the Go- 
vernor of the province, the three principal leaders 
of the rebellion. Urdaneta, without a single 


soldier, and without any other means than his 
own activity, had collected @ party for the pur- 
pose of making the arrest, but hie plan being 
discovered by Cordova, he found himself obliged 
to hesten its execution. He sent twenty men 


Pwith an officer to Rionegro to seize Cordova, 


but the latter wee on his guard and the plan 


was frustrated.—Cordove then marched upon 
Medellin, and Urdaneta came out to meet him, 


but the principal, men of the neighborhood and 
the civil authorities interfered between the com- 


batants and prevented an engagement. Cordova 
agreed to guarantee the lives and property of 


those who had opposed him and Urdanete 
found himself obliged to leave the province. He 
reported that on his way through the province 
he found the people every where friendly to the 
Liberator. 

General Cordova had with him his vetorans, 
aid-de-campes, and his brother, He hed col- 
lected a few militia of Rionegro, and although 
these did not exceed 43 in number, they were 


enough to prevent any attempt of the unarmed 
inhabitants against him. He had sent a detach- 
ment of 10 men to occupy Nare, a point on the 
Magdalena, where a river of that name emptics 


into it, and where Urdancta had stationed him- 
self in order to disperse them on their arrival. 
Urdaneta, im a despatch to the Secretary of 
War, states that Cordova had sent his proclama- 
tion to divers persons in Caucu, and others to 
Bogota, that however his party in Antioquia 


consisted only of a few young men of Rionegro, 
that the inhabitants of that place had sent to 
him beseeching his return, and thai with 200 
men, he would restore the province to tranquil- 


lity. 

The precise date of these events does not 
appear from any paper we have received. The 
despatch, however, of Urdaneta from Nare, 
sent soon after they had taken place, was dated 
the 2let of September. On the 26th of Sept. 
the government of Colombia ordered a column 
of 700 veterans to march, under the command 
of Gen. Oleary, against Cordova. On the same 
day despatches were received from the com- 
mandant general in the department of the Cauca, 
announcing the measures he had taken to pre- 
vent the spread of the insurrection, 

The following isthe proclamation of Cordova. 
It bears no date in the paper from which we 
translate it, but at was probably issued about 
the muddle of September. 


PROCLAMATION 
Of General Jose Maria Cordova to the people 
of Antioquia. 

Cirizens oF Awviequtal—My raped arrival at thie 
province, aud the subsequent cirewumstances, have alarm- 
ed you. Nothing important im this world, is transacted 
with the aan er of common life, Agreeable to my 
republican prmeiples, and in the love of liberty—and 
consequently despairing of the conduct and projects of 
General Bolvar, who oppreses the entire republie—I 
determined, many days since, to place myself at the 
head of true patriots aad freemen, in order to frustrate 
his ambitious views, aad restore to the nation its fost li- 
berty.

The editor of the Savannan Grororan 
remarks that the search afier gold in Ha- 
bensiamM county, Geoneta, has been pur- 
sued with so much success as make the 
subject important; and gives these particu- 
larg:—“ The existence of Iron and Lead 
Ores, together with Black Lead, had been 
discovered some time back in Habersham 
‘und the neighbouring counties; but until the 
arrival of a gentleman from North Carolina, 
who had made it a matteg,of business there 
to search for the precious metal, it was not 
suspected that gold was to be found. He 
was induced to believe that it did exist, and 
so strongly was be impressed with this idea, 
that he conviriced his auditors, so far as to 
mrke an experiment. It was successful— 
upon washing the carth, taken from the bed 
of a small stream called “ Duke's Creek,’’ 
particles of gold were discovered—and 
upon repeating the experiment upon a lar- 
ger ecale, it was satisfactorily ascertained 
that the metal existed in sufficient quantities 
to recompence those who would make it 
their business to search for it. The method 
of procuring it is very simple; the earth is 
taken from the bed of the creek to the depth 
of about four feet and thrown into a trough, 
through which the stream passes—it is then 
raked into a kind of sieve or wicker work, 
where it is sifted, the water and smaller 
particles of the metal passing through the 
interstices into a large box, where the metal 
is deposited, an which is opened every even- 
ing to collect what has been obtained in the 
course of the day. Ocasionally, it may be 
said frequently, the particles of gold are too 
large to pass through the apertures of the 
sifter. ‘The largest piece yet found, weigh- 
ed upwards of thirty-three pennyweights; 
but it is frequently found in picces of from 
6 to 15 or 16. The method, however, 
which is in present use, is very imperfect— 
much of the dust and finer particles are lost 
by the careless manner of washing;—the 
gold diggers, like mankind in general, being 
inore taken up with acquiring riches rapidly, 
by searching for the heavier pieces, than in 
patiently and carefully collecting the minor 
ones, which would ultimately, with proper 
management, be much the most profitable. 





The land on which it is found is generally 
of the poorest kind—indeed she tract upon 
which Powell's Mine is situated, and which 
is by fur the richest yet discovered, passed 
through the hands of two owners, neither 
of whom asked or received more than one 
dollar for it. Mines have been discovered 
and are in operation on the land of Col.

W. of Habersham, states that his father 
endeavoured to obtain some information 
from the Indians long ago, with regard to 
the time when these trenches were dug, but 
they could throw no light upon the subject, 
further than they had existed from their ear- 
liest recollection.

The schooner Thaddeus, Captain Darron, 
Thad arrived at New Youu from CantHacena, 
with papers to the 6th of October, inclusive. It 
appears that new political eommotions have 
arisen in Corom pia; and Captain Dayton re- 
ports that when he sailed, the town of Cantna- 
Gena was in « state of great confusion and up- 
roar. The New Yorn Evento Poet says: — 
** The occasion of this was the news of the in- 
surrection which General Cordova had excited 
in Antioquia, the capital of Cauca, and the intel- 
ligence of which had just arrived from Bogota. 
A handbill published at Carthagena on the Sth 
of October, announcing this intelligence, says 
that the Secretary of war anticipates from this 
event no other consequences, than the evils 
which the temerity of ite author will bring upon 
the province which has been the theatre of this 
meurrection. The same paper affirms that Cordo- 
va’s party in Antioquia, consisted of only about 
forty or fifty persons, that he had been joined 
by no man of influence, riches or note, and that 
no alarm was felt at Bogota on aceount of what 
had taken place. 

From another paper of the 6th it eppears 
that an attempt had been made by Col. Francis- 
co Urdaneta, at the order of the War Depart- 
ment, to arrest Gen. Cordova, his brother, Sal- 
vador Cordova, and his brother in law, the Go- 
vernor of the province, the three principal leaders 
of the rebellion. Urdaneta, without a single 
soldier, and without any other means than his 
own activity, had collected a party for the pur- 
pose of making the arrest, bat his plan being 
discovered by Cordova, he found himself obliged 
to hasten its execution. He sent twenty men

Pwith an officer to Rionegro to seize Cordova, 


but the latter wee on his guard and the plan 
was frustrated.—Cordovea thea marched upon 
Medellin, and Urdaneta came out to meet him, 
but the principal, men of the neighborhood and 
the civil authorities interfered between the com- 
batants and prevented an engagement. Cordova 
agreed to guarantee the lives and property of 
those who had opposed him and Urdanete 
found himself obliged to leave the province. He 
reported that on his way through the province 
he found the people every where friendly to the 
Liberator. 

General Cordova had with him his vetorans, 
aid-de-camps, and his brother. He had col- 
lected « few militia of Rionegro, and although 
these did not exceed 43 in number, they were 
enough to prevent any attempt of the unarmed 
inhabitants against him. He had sent a detach- 
ment of 10 men to oceupy Nare, a point on the 
Magdalena, where a river of that name emptios 
into it, and where Urdancta had stationed him- 
self in order to disperse them on their arrival. 
Urdaneta, in a despatch to the Secretary of 
War, states that Cordova had sent his proclama- 
tion to divers persons in Caucu, and others to 
Bogota, that however his party in Antioquia 
consisted only of a few young men of Rionegro, 
that the inhabitants of that place had sent to 
hun beeeeching his return, and that with 200 
men, he would restore the province to tranquil- 
lity. 

The precise date of these events does not 
appear from any paper we have received. The 
despatch, however, of Urdaneta from Nare, 
sent soon after they had taken place, was dated 
On the 26th of Sept. 
the government of Colombia ordered a column 
of 700 veterans to march, under the command 
of Gen. Oleary, against Cordova. On the same 
day despatches wero received from the com- 
mandant general in the department of the Cauca, 
announcing the measures he had taken to pre- 
vent the spread of the insurrection, ‘ 

The following isthe proclamation of Cordova. 
It bears no date in the paper from which we 
translate it, but it was probably issued about 
the middie of September. 

PROCLAMATION 
Of General Jose Maria Cerdova to the people 
of Antioquia.

The editor of the Savannan Groroian 
remarks that the search afier gold in Ha- 
pensuam county, Geonota, has been pur- 
sued with so much success as make the 
subject important; and gives these particu- 
lara:—“ The existence of Iron and Lead 
Ores, together with Black Lead, had been 
discovered some time back in Habersham 
tnd the neighbouring counties; but until the 
arrival of a gentleman from North Carolina, 
who had made it a matteg.of business there 
to search for the precious metal, it was not 
suspected that gold was to be found. He 
was induced to believe that it did exist, and 
so strongly was he impressed with this idea, 
that he convinced his auditors, so far as to 
make an experiment. It was successful— 
upon washing the carth, taken from the bed 
of a small stream called “ Duke's Creek,”’ 
particles of gold were discovered—and 
upon repeating the experiment upon a lar- 
ger scale, it was satisfactorily ascertained 
that the metal existed in sufficient quantities 
to recompence those who would make it 
their business to search for it. ‘The method 
of procuring it is very simple; the earth is 
taken from the bed of the creek to the depth 
of about four feet and thrown into a trough, 
through which the stream passes—it is then 
raked into a kind of sieve or wicker work, 
where it is sifted, the water and smaller 
particles of the metal passing through the 
interstices into a large box, where the metal 
is deposited, an which is opened every even- 
ing to collect what has been obtained in the 
course of the day. Occasionally, it may be 
said frequently, the particles of gold are too 
large to pass through the apertures of the 
sifter. ‘The largest piece yet found, weigh- 
ed upwards of thirty-three pennyweights; 
but it is frequently found in pieces of from 
6 to 15 or 16. The method, however, 


which is in present use, is very imperfect— 


much of the dust and finer particles are lost 
by the careless manner of washing;—the 
gold diggers, like mankind in general, being 
nore taken up with acquiring riches rapidly, 
by searching for the heavier pieces, than in 
patiently and carefully collecting the minor 
ones, which would ultimately, with proper 
management, be much the most profitable. 
The land on which it is found is generally 


| of the poorest kind—indeed the tract upon 


which Powell's Mine is situated, and which 
is by far the richest yet discovered, passed 
through the hands of two owners, neither 
of whom asked or received more than one 
dollar for it. Mines have been discovered 
and are in operation on the land of Col. 
Blair, Gen Cleveland, and others, and no 
doubt it will become a general occupation 
before long. With what degree of success 
time must discover. One circurnstance con- 
nected with this region may be considered 
worthy the inquiry of the antiquary and the 
historian. It is an unquestionable fact, that 
trenches have been discovered and other 
evidences are to be found in Habersham 
county, proving, without a shadow of doubt, 
that this is not the first attempt to drag the 
precious metal from its hiding place. Col. 
W. of Habersham, states that his father 
endeavoured to obtain some information 
from the Indians long ago, with regard to 
the time when these trenches were dug, but 
they could throw no light upon the subject, 
further than they had existed from their ear- 
liest recollection.

ALLEGep Faavo.—A circumstance occur- 
red last week, which produced no small sensa- 
tion among some of our most reapectable auc- 
tion houses. It was occasioned by a suspicion 
that two individuals who conducted an auction 
and ¢ n busi in Chatham street, had 
intended to defraud them out of considerable 
property purchased at their different sales, b 
giving checks payable at a future day, whic 
were never designed to be paid.

The persons charged as 
the principals had been previously arrested on 
a civil process for a large amount, and being 
unable to find bail, were closely confined in the 
Debtors’ Jail. As they could not be taken out 
of the custody of the Sheriff but by a writ of 
habeas corpus, they were suffered to remain un- 
til it shall be necessary to bring them before the 
Court for trial. They positively disclaim any de- 
sign of wilfully defrawding their creditors, and 
allege that no difficulty would have occurred in 
complying with their engagements, had they 
not been prevented from appropriating the funds 
provided for their checks, ‘The case will be 
tried at the present term of the Sessions.

MELANCHOLY ACCIDENT. 

On Thursday lest an accident occurred in thie 
village of a truly melancholy nature. The cir- 
cumstances were these:—Capt. Ellis, of the Mill 
Boat, of Rochester, having placed his boat un- 
der Gen. Beach’s store-house for the purpose of 
loading her with wheat, the lid of the conduc- 
tor was removed, letting the wheat run rapidly 
mto the buat from a bin containing severAl thou- 
sand bushels.
